Albany. N. Y., April 10. — Chief Justice Ingraham 
of the A)>pellate Division of the First Department. 
SiqH-eme Court, has set Thursday, April 20. as the 
date to hear the arguments in the ease of William 
S. Reynolds and others, to set aside the present 
apportionment of the stale into senate and assembly 
districts. As the constitution gives this ease pre- 
eedetiee over all other eases on the calendar, owing 
to its importance, the Chief Justice granted any 
date suitable to the counsel in the ease, and the 
earliest date that tihe papers could be prepared by 
both sides was April 20. Accordingly, that date was 
set. •and it was announced at the Appellate Division 
that after bearing the arguments the court would 
adjourn for ten days. A speedy decision is there- 
fore expected. The ease is of great importance to 
the racing interests throughout the state on account 
of its bearing on one of the bills that was passed 
only through the election of u representative from 
Niagara County, tlie illegality of which it is sought 
to establish. A decision for the plaintiff in the 
suit would of necessity nullify the Hart-Agnew law. 

The bill introduced by Assemblyman William M. 
Martin of Saratoga repealing the so-called directors’ 
liability law, which has forced the big race tracks 
to close their gates, and which may kill racing at 
the stale and county fairs this season, will be vig- 
orously opposed by the New York Civic League, of 
which Canon Chase of Brooklyn is the president 
and the Rev. o. R. Miller is the superintendent. 
Assemblyman Martin said last week that lie had 
introduced his measure more in the interest of tin- 
fair associations than of the race tracks, and that 
lie had the support of the State Grange, in which 
more than 100.000 farmers are enrolled. When Dr. 
Miller was asked- today what would lx- the attitude 
of the Civic League toward the measure lie said: 

"We will oppose the repeal of the liability law 
ami we will probably defeat Assemblyman Martin's 
measure. If. however, tile Martin bill becomes a 
law. we will see to it that more than half the 
members of the Legislature who vote for it will be 
repealed by their constituents. We do not believe 
that Mr. Martin lias the State Grange or the fair 
associations behind him: in fact, we do not believe 
he has any official backing." 

"Are you op|x>sed to horse racing as a sport?" 
Dr. Miller was asked. 

“Not a bit.” was the reply. "I personally love 
to see a good horse race. There is no harm in it.” 

"But horse racing with the directors’ liability 
law on the statute hooks is impossible.” the reporter 
remarked. 

"I can’t see it that way,” said Dr. Miller. “The 
reason t lie race track men- are anxious to have the 
liability law repealed is because they want to re- 
establish bookmaking and to collect a revenue from 
it. liven last year they collected money from the 
gamblers. I am informed. At least wo feel confi- 
dent that we can prove this assertion to the satis- 
faction of any court.” 

"Tiie track owners severed all financial relations 
with the bookmakers nearly five years ago,” said 
the interviewer, "and they have proof of it." 

"That is what they say," continued the Civic 
League’s superintendent, "but we do not lx-Iieve it. 
Ii was nil right so long as the |ioor bookmaker 
stood a chance of going to jail for violating the 
law. but when some of the gentlemen of the Jockey 
Club found that they were Halde to arrest and prose- 
cution they refused to run the risk. 1 maintain 
noil racing could go on without any form of gam- 
bling if the Jockey Club would liar professional book 
makers from the tracks. 1 am sure that Assistant 
District Attorney- Elder in Kings County, for in- 
stance. would not try to indict i*. J. Dwyer or 
Schuyler I,. I’arsons under tiiosc circumstances, 
even if there liappem-d to be some private betting 
among individuals.” 

"But. Messrs. Dwyer and Parsons, together with 
the other track owners, will not run tin- risk of 
having even private wagers made on their premises,” 
it was suggested. 

"Then that is their own affair. We will not 
stand for anything that will permit them to return 
to former conditions.” 

"What alMUil Hu* state and county fairs? Will 
you see that the law against ]*«>lsel!ing, betting 
and gambling is enforced?” Dr. Miller was asked. 

"We expect Dial llio laws against gambling will 
I nforeed iuqMirtinlly all over the state.” lie re- 

plied. "We have confidence in the- district attor- 
neys and tlie sheriffs, and as a rule we do not try 
to coerce them. But if there is any laxity on 
their part we shall call the attention of Governor 
Dix to it. We need money to make an effective 
crusade against gambling at the fairs, and if we 
get enough of it we will make things interesting for 
violators of tin- law, whether they are directors of 
the fairs or gamblers.” 

Dr. Miller seemed surprised to learn that the races 
at the fairs usually prompt poolselling and Ix-ttiug. 
lie asked to be enlightened as to the method of 
selling pools on the trotting and pacing events at 
the fairs, and when informed as to the details lie 
ileelared that Ids organisation would look into the 
matter. He frankly admitted that lie had not con- 
sidered tlie fair associations in conducting the cru- 
sade against race track betting, and said that lie 
had never seen any gambling at a fair he once 
visited. He rejoiced in the fact that in advocating 
the passage of the Agnew-Perkins bills last year ho 
had made such a bard tight tlint the legislators 
among whose constituents Hie fairs were held had 
reluctantly fallen into line in the interests of reform. 
Dr. Miller, by tlie way, declared that in- aloue was 
responsible for the measures that passed tlie Legis- 
lature last spring. He said that In- suggested them 
to Assistant District Attorney Elder, who furnished 
him with the groundwork for the bills, lie then 
sent tin- bills to Canon Chase for approval, and later 
they were passed on to Frank Moss before being 
introduced by Senator Agnew and Assemblyman I’er- 
kins. 

•■The Civic League lias supplanted the Interna- 
tional Reform Bureau in this state."’ continued Dr. 
Miller. "We have swallowed up Dr. Crafts and Dr. 
Gregg of the Reform Bureau. They have headquar- 
ters in Washington and are busy with national re- 
forms now, while our league is attending exclusively 
to matters involving morality in this state. Our 
only handicap is a lack of money, but we have been 
aided sufficiently to defeat the Mi-G-ratli Sunday 
baseball bill, which cost us $1,000 in postage and 
publicity. 

“We are going to make another light against Tim 
Sullivan’s bill legalizing all kinds of sport on the 
Sabbath, as it is a vicious measure which will per- 
mit Sunday baseball games by the big professional 
clubs to which tlie public may pay admission fees. 
We have introduced a bill prohibiting the publication 
of race track odds and tips in newspapers and we 
are going to do our ix-st to push it through. In 
lime we hope that Congress will pass a law against 
the transmission of race track information over tlie 
telegraph and telephone wires." 

“How nbonr cipher messages?" asked the reporter. 

“Oh, we will fiud a way to stop them, too.”

YESTERDAY’S RACING ENJOYED BY BIGGEST 
CROWD OF THE MEETING. 

Short-Priced Horses Continue to Take Lion's Share 
of Purses — Volume of Speculation Improves 
and More Liberal Odds Are Quoted, 



Norfolk. \’a., April 10.- — With racing conditions 
decidedly more agreeable than those which prevailed 
last week, a large crowd turned out to participate 
in the sport at the Jamestown Jockey Club’s course 
this afternoon. The gathering was the largest of 
the meeting aud speculation was keen. Seventeen 
layers transacted business and the odds were much 
more liberal than during the first few days of tlie 
meeting. Followers of public form kept up their 
winning streak, tlie afternoon’s results showiug 
three favorites and two well' backed second choices 
lending their fields at the tinis-h. The fourth race, 
a dasli of seven furlongs, which served as the fea- 
ture of the card, furnished the closest finish of the 
afternoon. There were only three starters, witli 
Banives ruling a !» to 20 favorite. He won, hut it 
was only after a desperate struggle all through the 
homestretch that lie just did manage to get up in the 
closing stride to beat Tlie Golden Butterfly by a head. 
Banives was backed to the exclusion of the others 
coutesting the race, and his backers bad a few mo- 
ments of anxiety, as Guy Burns was forced to ride 
one of Ills most desperate finishes to win. 

The first suspension of tlie meeting was handed 
out by starter Cassidy today when Guy Burns was 
suspended for five_ days for disobedience at the 
I lost on Monsieur X. 

William 1‘. Riggs, who acted as one of the stew- 
ards here during the first four days of the meeting, 
returned to Baltimore yesterday to take tip his 
duties at Pimlico.
